Impressions “OF The Hon.

(By O. M. ML GREEN.) . 


London, Sept. 8. 

The appointment of the Hon. A. 
G. M. Cadogan as British Minister 
to China, which has for several]. 
weeks been an open secret, was 
efficially confirmed to-day. 

I visited Mr. Cadogan to-day at 
his house at Chalfront St. Peter's. 
not far from Gerrard's Cross, and 
had a long conversation with him 
nnd Lady Theodosia Cadogan. Al- 
though he has never been in Chin: 
Mr. Cadogan's long eervice with the 
British Delegation in Geneva has 
brought him into close touch with 
men of all nationalities. some of 
whom he will meet again in China. 
He got to know well Drs WW. Yen, 
now Chinese Ambassador in BMoa-- 
cow, and Dr. Alfred Sze, formerly 
Minister jn London, now in Wash- 
ington. 

Much of the conversation © was, 
of course, about the human side of 
life in China which {is alwava of 
special interest to those going tu 
the Far Enst. Naturally Mr. Cado- 
gan could not make any “statement 
of policy” ax the phrase goes (the 
idea of such a thing, considered 
calmly, is slightly absurd) but 
when | asked him if I might send 
any message to the British com- 
munity in China he replied Jangh- 
ingly “Say that in all hopefulnesa 
and humility | mean to: do my 
best.” 

Cluse Appreciation of Questions. 

To which as a personal impres- 
sion I would add that he already 
appears to have a very close a9- 
| preciation of the special questions 
which, as Minister, he will have to 
meet in China. 


lf further personal impresstona 
may he allowed withuut :mpertin- 
ence, there [a no doubt that Mr. and 
Lady Theodosia Cadogan will be 
well liked iu China both by Chinese 
end foreigners, Mr, Cadogan {5 4 
lite above middie height, an 
athletic figure, who looks a good 
den) younger than his age (not 
quite forty-nine). Hla manner ts 
quiet, but very pleasant and sin- 
cere, and one might venture tb say 
that he has a mind of his own. I 
have reason to believe that he has 
for some time been specially “saved 
up" for his fitness for China, when 
he might have been promoted else- 
where. He is a keen golfer, shot 
and rider, ond was delighted tv 
hear that there will be good scope 
for all these pursuits in China tn 
his leisure hours. 

Will Leave Next Year. 

Mr. Cadogan has to go ahroad 
again and will then have to nue in 
some time at the Foreign Office. It 
is unlikely that he and Laay 
Theodosia will be able to +fart for 
China before January. They take 
with them their eldest daughter, 
who has lately “coma out” and 
their youngest who {a 11 years old. 

Lady Theodosia was rather 
anxious sbout education. for the 
latter daughter. I axcsured her 
that as with most other things 
China was able to provids of the 
best in this respect also.—(N. C. D. 
News).
